It is not difficult to see how the banking system could 
be changed.

Whether it would be better 
or worse than what we have now would be for time to 
demonstrate. , 

We might also change our system vt government; there 
are other forms of government and we could accept *ne 
of these or remodel it to suit our conditions. 

Wfe might also change our system of voting, a system 
that has many obvious absurdities, especially in relation¬ 
ship to the representation it gives in parliament. 

We might change our system of education. Many per¬ 
sons say that it needs an overhauling. It would not be 
difficult to establish another system of education. 

All these changes in system might offer no serious ob¬ 
stacles, but how about changing the citizen, the elector 
who is going to use the system? There’s the real job. 

Supposing he does not wish to be made over? Sup 
posing he will not accept your-view that a change would 
be good for him ? 

How do we proceed to change the fellow who does the 
voting ? 

Anyone who has tried to lead a community to agree to 
even a minor change in the form of society and govern¬ 
ment knows that the real job is to change the Viewpoint 
of the citizen. And if he is averse to change in small 
things, how much more difficult to get him—and her—to 
agree to some major “reform”! 

It is quite probable that changes are more frequently 
forced on the race by the hard forces of economics than 
by deliberate thinking on the issuep involved. Straight 
thinking is hard work. 


WHAT IS FIRST DUTY 


One of the livest and most independent columns, which 
comes within our experience, is the writing of “The Ob¬ 
server,” in the Alberta Farmer supplement of the Satur¬ 
day Calgary Herald. Each week the comments of “The 
readers. The paragraphs, touching as they do, on cur- 
Observer” are followed with interest by a wide circle of 
rent situations and problems, indicate an openness of ob¬ 
servation, a fearlessness and an understanding of exist¬ 
ing difficulties, which provide material for many a good 
disctission. One hears many admiring -comments on this 
feature of the Calgary Herald, from citizens of every 
class. Anyone who has not yet formed, the habit of turn¬ 
ing to the Observer’s column is urged to do so. Last 
Saturday night, he had this to offer on mortgage debts: 

“According to Dominion Census Bureau statistics mort¬ 
gage debts against Ailberta farms total something over 
108 million dollars. With the world debt situation as it is 
we are all pretty well accustomed to chatter in terms of 
millions and billions without giving much real thought to 
the matter. To tell the truth 1 have an idea we are aH be¬ 
soming more or less debt hardened and I am not just cer¬ 
tain that this mental attitude is good for us. And yet 
what else is there for it? Alberta farmers owe more than 
108 millions upon which they arp expected to pay interest 
regularly and the principal ultimately. Meanwhile the 
commodities which they produce and with the returns 
from which they are expected to meet their debts, as well 
as keep their families, are not bringing returns more than 
sufficient to do the latter. We are told that 
an honorable man will meet his sacred obligations 
is a statement which may very well be questioned in 
times such as these, when the old axiom of self-preserva¬ 
tion being the first law of life takes on new meaning. 
The first duty of the honorable man in the light of com¬ 
mon sense and reason is to keep himself and his depend¬ 
ents from starvation and I am not so sure that the man 
Who does this, even though his creditors may suffer for 
the time being, is going far astray.”

UNCHANGEABLE

There is such a thing as being overgrown, and some¬ 
times it seems that the very size of Canada is a handi¬ 
cap. If it could be shrunk up a bit, it could cut down ap¬ 
preciably on the cost of living. That which one province 
has in abundance, could be supplied readily to a needy 
province if it were not for the immense distances lying 
between. More than that, we are quite often unaware of 
the needs and conditions in nearby (relatively) province^ 
- For example last summer a portion of Southern Mani 
toba was consumed with a grasshopper plague, such a 
plague a few had ever before experienced. The area de¬ 
vastated was not particularly large, but loss was com¬ 
plete. Grain and vegetable growth were cleaned up al¬ 
most overnight. The result is that that area is without 
feed and winter vegetables. Stock and poultry are 
pitiful condition, and every pound of vegetables has to be 
purchased elsewhere. Authorities fear the danger of mal¬ 
nutrition with the result that tons of vegetables are be¬ 
ing bought and distributed, on the understanding that 
those who can pay will pay. The country adjacent has no 
great surplus of vegetables and Southern Saskatchewan 
is not well supplied. So the cost of supplies of food eith¬ 
er for man or beast, is a very heavy burden on munici¬ 
palities and individuals. 

A few hundred miles away lies the sister province of 
Alberta with all those needed supplies in abundance. But 
considerations of distance and transportation are a heav 
barrier. 

Another irritating feature of the situation in Southern 
Manitoba was that across the border in North Dakota, 
just a few miles away, quantities of vegetables coutW 
have been purchased for a song. But the International 
boundary wall intervened. 

In our large moments we like tod well on the thought 
of the immen- sity of Canada. But immensity ex¬ 
tracts its toll. 


SELF DISCIPLINE 


One of the speakers at a recent meeting of the Oxford 
Group of evangelists in Ottawa at present, without any 
reference to penitentiary conditions, discussed this factor- 
of self-discipline in an illuminating manner. Stich disci¬ 
pline is something far deeper, far more vital, than the. 
maintenance of order under the iron heel or the clenched 
fist. It is the discipline of one’s own thinking, keeping 
watch over one’s own tongue or pen, making orderly use 
of one’s own time. When self-discipline is thus brought 
into own own lives, according to the elementary but sure 
guidance of the ten commandments, the Lord’s Prayer, 
the Beatitudes, there will be no grave problem of main¬ 
taining discipline in penitentiaries.—Ottawa Citizen.

International conference on acre¬ 
age with a view to organizing ex¬ 
ports and stabilizing prices was fav¬ 
ored by the meeting of prairie prem¬ 
iers. 

When the legislatures of the prai¬ 
rie provinces meet early in February 
legislation providing for greater se¬ 
curity of tenure, primarily for far 
mers and home owners, will be intro¬ 
duced. This legislation will be basee 
on the principle already established 
in the Manitoba Debt Adjustment 
Act. 

Wlith reference to the western uni¬ 
versities, it was decided to notify 
them that grants will be greatly re¬ 
duced and programmes showing dras¬ 
tic economics will have to be put into 
effect. 

In the matter of arrears of taxes, 
legislation will be introduced provid¬ 
ing for payments being snread over 
a period of five or six years; making 
consolidation compulsory in munici¬ 
palities, but granting the right to 
any municipality to vote itself out¬ 
side the scope of the legislation, and 
concelling interest and penalties on 
arrears of taxes except in case? 
where municipalities decide by bylaw 
this should not be done. 

Loans to Provinces 

The Dominion will be urged to 
continue the policy adopted last year 
of loaning the provinces the gov¬ 
ernments and the municipalities for 
bearing their share of the cost of 
unemployment relief. 

In order that legislation of com¬ 
mon interest to the prairie provinces 
may be dealt with at practically the 
same time, the legislatures will as¬ 
semble early in February. __ L 

The federal radio commission will 
be urged by the prairie provinces, 
governments to continue the use of 
telephone lines in international or in¬ 
ter-provincial broadcasts. The use of* 
telegraph lines had been proposed to 
the commissjon.—Calgary Herald.
